Investigating Story. 

Chief Postoffice Inspector Fulton has 
charge of Chittwood, and is attempt- 
ing to verify his remarkable story. That 
@ man named Chittwood is under bond 
fer the offense the man mentions is 
known here, and the man is said to an- 
gwer his description. 

Chittwood was found wandering, 
bruised and torn, beside the Iron Moun- 
tain Railroad tracks in Carondelet early 
Monday. His hands were handcuffed be- 
hind him. Patrolmen took him in charge 
and after he reached police headquar- 
ters he was released and his bruises 
were treated at the City Dispensary. 

Aecording to the story told then, and 
repeated Tuesday to Fulton, Chittwood 
was walking in the street in Hot 
Springs Sunday when two men showed 
him stars bearing the word ‘ detective,” 
forced him at the points of pistols into 
a cab, and there compelled him to drink 
from a flask. He says the liquid in 
the flask was drugged, and that he lost 
consciousness quickly. 

Awoke in Car. 
When Chittwood awoke, he says, he 


was sitting in a sleeping car. Across 
the aisle were his captors. He was con- 


fused and dazed, but says he remembers 
hearing one of the men tell a porter 
that the man must be left handcuffed, 
as he was out of his head, and later 
heard this man say to his companion 
that all they need do was to ‘deliver 
him." 

He relapsed into and 
when he awoke a second time he did not 
pee the men. 

Tnaware where he was. but deter- 
mined to escape at any cost, Chittwood 
made his way to the door, he says, 
turned so as to open it with his man- 
acled hands, stepped into the vestibule 
and leaped out from the train, careless 
of where he fell. He struck on his feet, 
he says, and rolled over and down an 
embankment. { 

After a period of unconsciousness 
Chittwood rose and made his way for- 
ward along the track. Several times he 
was forced to lie down on account of 
faintness. He finally encountered men 
who summoned the police at his request. 

Was Convicted. 

Chitwood was indicted on nine 
counts for embezzlement, but was von- 
vieted on only one, and on appeal to the 
Federal Circuit Court at St. Louis, 
Judge Adams remanded that for new 
tial.

“During the present trouble with the stock market, I have of course received 
countless requests and suggestions, public and private, that I should say or 
do something to ease the situation. There'is a worlé-wide financial disturbance. 
It is felt in the bourses of Paris and Berlin and British cénsols are lower, while 
prices of railway securities have also depreciated, 

“On the New York Stock Exchange the disturbance has been particularly 
severe, most of it, I believe to be due to matters not particularly confined to 
the United otates and to matters wholly unconnected with any governmental 
action, but it may weil be that the determination of the Government, in which it 
will not. waver, to punish certain malefactoré of great wealth, has been re- 
sponsible for something of the troubles af leadt to. tHe extent of having caused 
these men to combine to bring about as much ‘finanelal stress aa they possibly 
can in order to discredit the policy of thé Government anda thereby to secure 
a reversal of that policy so that they may enjoy ‘thie. fruits of their own evi 
doings. 

“That they have misled many géod people into. dalleving that there should 
be such reversal] of policy is possible. If so, F am- ROFTY, but it will not alter 
my attitude.” 

Once for all, let me say that, so far as I &m concerned, ahd for the 18 
months of my ‘administration that remain, theré will be no change in the 
policy we have steadily pursued, nor any let-up in the effort to secure the 
honest observance of the law, for I regard this coéfitest as one to determine 
who shall rule this Government—the people through their governmental agents 
or a few ruthless and determined men whose wéalth makes them particu- 
larly formidable because they are behind the breastworks of corporate or- 
ganizations 

“I wish there to be no mistake on this point, [t ts idle to sak me not to 
prosecute criminals, rich or poor. ButI desire no léss emphatically to have it 
understood that we have undertaken and will undertakke no action of a vin- 
dictive type, and, above all, as no action which shall inflict greater unmerited 
suffering upon the innocent stockholders and upon the pubdlic as a whole. 

“Our purpose is to act with the minimum of harshness compatible with ob- 
teining Our ends. In the man of great wealth who has earned his wealth 
henestly and used it wisely we recognize u g0od citizen worthy. Of ull praise 

and respect. 

“Business can only be done under modern conditions through cerporations, 
and our purpose is to heartily favor thecorporations that do well. The admin- 
instration appreciates that liberal but honest profit for legitimate promoters 
and generous dividends for capital employed efther in founding or continu- 
ing an honest business venture, are the factorg necessary for successful corpo- 
rate activity and therefore for generally prosperous business‘ conditions.”’ 

“No individual, no corporation, obey ing the law, has anything to fear from 
this administration.

SHE WON HER _ SUIT 





Confession Came Later and 
Bunel Wanted Money Spent 
for Girl’s Litigation. 





Final settlement of the estate of Col. 
Jchn O’Day, .former political boss of 
Missouri, will be made in the Probate 
Court in Springfield, Mo., Sept. 21, by 
the executor of the will—Attormey E. 
W. Bannister of St. Louis. 

Col. O’Day died in 1901 and left an 
estate worth $750,000. Final settlement 
has been delayed, principally by the 
suits of Henry Bunel. 

These suits were of unusual character 
and grew out Col. O’Day’s guardian- 
ship of Mary Bunel. 

The last of the Bunel suits has been 
decided by Judge Kinsey of the Circuit 
Court in St. Louis, and the disposal of 
the litigation leaves Mr. Banister in a 
position to settle up the estate. 

Bunel sued Banister as executor of the 
O'Day estate for $58,000, being the 
amount of money, with interest, that 
Col. O'Day had expended in behalf of 
Mary Bunel. 

Henry and Mary Bunel inherited the 
estate of their grandfather, James 
Napoleon Bunel, who lived in France. 
The elder Bunel had a _ son, Charles 
Emile Bunel, who came to this country 
and married. 


Had Two Children, 

Two children were born while Charles 
Bunel lived with his wife, from whom 
he was afterwards divorced. These chil- 
dren were Henry and Mary. Charles 
Bunel died before his father did, leav- 
ing his children the rightful heirs to the 
elder Bunel's estate. 

In the settlement of the Bunel estate 
the question of the legitimacy of Mary 
Bunel arose. It was decided in the 
courts of New York that she was the 
child of Charles E. Bunel and entitled to 
share equally with her brother. in the 
estate of her grandfather. 

Her mother, after the separation from 
Bunel, remarried and moved to Spring- 
field, Mo, 

Mary was a minor and a guardian 
Was appointed for her. The orig- 
mal guardian, who was acting 
under the judgment of the New York 
court in the distribution of the estate, 
and Col. O'Day, being one of the few 
Springfield men able to give the large 
bond required, was appointed her guar- 
dian. 

Col. O'Day expended large ehnetinte of 
money in behalf of the girl. One of 
these expenditures was an item of $29,- 
000 for the fees of the New York attor- 
neys who brought the suit which deter- 
mined that she was entitled to one-half 
of her grandfather's estate. 

This money was also paid out under 
the judgment of the New York court. 
With other expenditures for her edu- 
cation and care, with compound interest 
at 8 per cent, the amount totaled $58,000. 

Attacks His Sister. 

After Col. O’Day’s death matters took 
an entirely different turn. Henry Bunel 
@gain attacked the legitimacy of his sis- 
ter, and sought to recover from Col. 
O’Day'’s estate the amount of money 
the guardian had expended for her. 

To the surprise of the executor, Mary 

Bunel admitted in court that she was 
not the child of Charles E. Bunel. Her 

ther, now Mrs. Nancy Earls, made 

affidavit that Mary was the daugh- 
er of Earls, whom she married after 
her separation from Bunel. 

Upon these admissions the Missouri 
‘courts could only find that Mary Bunel 
was not the heir of Charles Bunel, and 
not entitled to his father's estate. 

On the theory that Col. O’Day had

HELD UP AFTER 
INVESTIGATION 


Company Ordered to Show 
Cause Why Fraud Order 
Should Not Issue. 


COMPLAINTS BY AGENTS 








Federal Grand Jury to Get 
Evidence Gathered by 
Postal Inspectors. 





A temporary order directing the 
Postmaster in St. Louis to withhold 
the mail of the Donnell Manufacturing 
Co., 612 South Sixth street, has been 
issued by R. P. Goodwin, Assistant 
United States Attorney-General for 
the Postoftice Department. The Don- 
nell company has been cited to appear 
before the department at Washing- 
ton to show cause why a permanent 
fraud order shall not be issued. 

The temporary order was issued up- 
on the recommendation of the United 
States District Attorney’s office in St. 
Louis after a thorough investigation 
by the Postoffice inspectors. The re- 
port of the Postoftice inspectors has 
been placed in the hands of the Dis- 
trict Attorney, who will lay the mat- 
ter before the Federal grand ‘jury 
When it next convenes. 

Complaints were laid before the Post- 
office Inspectors by at least a dozen 
Epreone who signed contracts with the 
Donnell Manufacturing Co thinking 
that they were to get good jobs as 
branch managers at salary of $150 a 
month and 5 per cent commissions on 
sales. It developed that under the con- 
tract the agent had merely purchased 
from the Donnell Manufacturing Co. 
$1000 worth of goods, consisting cf chill 
tonics, baking powders, extracis, in- 
digo blue and liniments. 

The experience of such agents as have 
made complaint was that they could 
not dispose of the goods at the prices 
at which it was stipulated they should 
be sold. After working for two or three 
nonths and spending several hundred 
dollars trying to make a success of the 
business, they usually shipped the goods 
back and made a demand for the return 
of the money deposited, which, in every 
instance, was refused. 

Suit for recovery of the money has 
been filed in the St. Louis courts by sev- 
eral agents. 

Donnell had collected letters of rec- 
ommendation from many business 
houses in St. Louis and obtained a com- 
mercia lrating of $75,000 One of the 
letters of recommendation used was 
from Walker Hill, president of the Me- 
chanics-American National Bank of St. 
Louis. Donnell printed a number of let- 
ters in a booklet and sent it to appli- 
cants. Some business firms whose names 
were used compelled Donnell to cease 
using their letters when the complaints 
began to pour in. 
Attorney George D. 
represents the Donnell Manufacturing 
Co., and who revised the contract of 
which the agents complain, stated Tues- 
day that he had no comments to make 
regarding theaction of the Postoffice De- 
partment.

Doubt on First Husband. 

Until the filing in the county clerk’s 
office in Brooklyn of a deposiéion by the 
first husband, it was not absolutely 
known that he was alive. It was in the 
belief that he still existed that Col. 
Stokes instituted the annulment proceed- 
ings that Rave attracted so much at- 
tention in Brooklyn society and literary 
circles. 

Col. Stokes contends in his complaint 
that John M. Hitchings, a hotel keeper 
of Mount Vernon, Skagett County, 
Wash., his wife’s first husband, was 
alive when Stokes married her in Jan- 
uary, 190, and that she was aware of 
the fact but concealed it from him to 
prevent his withdrawal from the pro- 
posed matrimonial alliance.

Will Do His Best. 


“The action of the grand jury must 
speak for itself.

My work should naturally 
be reflected by whatever action the 
grand jury may take. 

“That is the way to test my integrity 
in the investigation. 

‘I have not studied the situatton in 
St. Louis County so I enter upon this 
investigation unbiased. I remain at 
nome in my Ibrary Sundays, therefore 
I have not had an opportunity to get 
a close range observation of the law- 
breaking of which I have read in the 
newspapers. 

“Tl suppose that Judge Ryors, having 
heard of me out in the State, and after 
ascertaining that I was not interested 
in politics in the county, appointed me 
as the most available candidate for a 
disagreeable piece of business.” 

“T have not talked to anv friends or 
acquaintances with regard to the gener- 
al conditions in the county because my 
line of work and my inciinations would 
not naturally lead me to make any such 
inquiries.

“T have never seen any suloons open 
on Sunday for the simple reason that 
I do not go into saloons and do not 
ride on the cars on Sunday.

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TELEGRAPHIC DISPATCHES BY MAIL. 
There is one charge resting against the tele- 


graph companies which they cannot afford to ig- 
nore. 

They were accused by their striking employes 
some days ago of accepting messages for trans- 
mission by wire which were forwarded to their 
destination by mail. A little later the allegation 
was repeated by business men and others who 
claimed to have specific information on the sub- 
ject. Stories to the same effect come from other 
cities. 

Growing out of the disturbed conditions of the 
business at this time, it is to be expected that 
many untruthful reports will be set afloat. Hos- 
tility and inconvenience on both sides lead in- 
evitably to suspicion and suspicion too often as- 
seris as a fact what is only a surmise. 

In this cease, however, the good faith, even the 
honesty, of tue telegraph companies is impugned, 
not so much by their former employes as by the 
public, and in a way which no self-respecting 
business men can be content to endure.

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POOR EXCUSES OF A TOWN MARSHAL. 
Men in public place who have no desire to per- 


form their duties are never at a loss for excuses. 
They are afraid that they will exceed their au- 
thority. They are apprehensive about their 
bondsmen. They have consulted their lawyers 
and have been told to move cautiously. They do 
not want to involve what little property they 
have in litigation, and so on. 
The plain English of it is that they will not 
enforce the law and that the interests which they 
represent do not want them to do so. In this 
they are supported too often by what passes as 
local public opinion. 
The Town Marshal in St. Louis County who 
defied the Governor of Missouri the other day 
is not a very important officer, but it would be 
a wise thing to make an example of him as soon 
as possible under the derelict officials act. 
In ridding the State of men who accept public 
place for the purpose of ignoring and flouting 
law, a good many little fellows will have to be 
kicked out, along with the big ones. The little 
delinquents are the more offensive at times be- 
cause it is known that the considerations which 
have made them useless must have been trifling. 
With the laws now in force there is no reason 
why any tuppenny Town Marshal should be per- 
mitted to urge the advice of counsel as a suffi- 
cient reason for his indifference to lawlessness. 
Gov. Folk can run these persons out of office in 
short order if he wants to, and he ought to do it, 
quickly and emphatically.

HE modern ‘nature faker’ is, of 
course, an object of derision to 
: every scientist worthy of the 
name, tO every real lover of the wilder- 


néue, to every faunal naturalist, to ev- 


ery true hunter or nature lover. But 
it is evident that he completety deceives 
many good people who are wholly ig- 
fnorant of wild life. Sometimes he 
draws on his own imagination for his 
fictions; sometimes he gets them second- 
hand from irresponsible guides or trap- 
pers or Indiana. 

“In tke wilderness, as elsewhere, 
there are some persons who do not 
regard the truth: and these are the 
very persons who most delight to fill 
credulous strangers with impossible sto- 
ries of wild beasts. As for Indians, 
they live in a world of mysticism, and 
they often ascribe supernatural traits 
to the animals they know, just as the 
men of the Middle Ages, with almost 
the same childlike faith, credited the 
marvels told of the unicorn, the basi- 
lisk, the roc and the cockatrice. 

“Of all these ‘nature fakers,’ the 
most reckless and least responsible is 
Mr. Long; but there are others who 
run him close in the ‘yellow journal- 
ism of the woods,’ as John Burroughs 
has aptly called it. It would take a 
volume merely to catalogue the comic 
absurdities with which the books of 
these writers are filled. There fs no 
need of discussing their theories; the 
point is that thefr alleged ‘facts’ are 
not facts at all, but fancies. Their 
most striking stories are not merely dis- 
tortions of facts, but pure inventions; 
and not only are they inventions, but 
they are inventions by men who know 
so little of the subject concerning which 
they write, and who to ignorance add 
such utter recklessness that they are 
not even able to distinguish between 
what is possible, however wildly im- 
probable, and mechanical impossfbili- 
ties. Be it remembered that I am not 
spéaking of ordinary mistakes, of or- 
dinary errors of observation, of differ- 
ences of interpretation and opinion; I 
am dealing only with deliberate inven- 
tion, deliberate perversion of fact. 

‘It Is not probable that the writers fn 
question have even so much as seer 
some of the animals which they minute- 
ly describe. They certainly do not know 
the first thing about their habits, nor 
even about their physical strurture.

Two little covers 36 inches square, 
Of all-woo! double-faced eiderdown-pink 
swashes beautifully, and buttonholed in 
white silk or bound with ribbon, three 
‘Cheese cloth siips of white, mull slips 
over these keep them trom soiling or 
‘arinids.

I think hand-made clothes are so 
dainty, but, if the ‘young mother must 
do these herself, ghe is wasting time 
and strength.
